Hydraulic Brakes 


In changing to perfected hydraulic 


brakes on bath chessis models, Chev- 
rolet has adopted the hydraulic prin- 
ciple of brake actuation to its own 
design of brake mechanism within 
the brake drums. Instead of the cable 
operated floating cam formerly used at 
each wheel, a master hydraulic cylin- 
der with double opposed pistons is 
used to actuate encli pair of one-piece 
articulated brake shoes. 


The master cylinder, whose piston is 


moved by the brake pedal to trans- 
mit pressure by a column of fluid to 
each of the wheel cylinders, is mount- 
ed on the frame. The master piston is 
one inch in diameter, while wheel pis- 
tons are larger to effect an increase of 
braking effect at the wheels.
